fi E PREDICTS A TERRIBLE DISTURB- 
ANCE FOR THE 20TH. 


Gie Declares That Atlanta Will be in the Line of 
Danger, and Theat Macon Will be Ruined — 
Florida Probably to be Swept Under the 
Sca—Preliminary Bymptoms, Etc, 


New York, September 21,—[Special.}—-The 
following special, printed in the Herald this 
morning, bas created comiderable comment 
here. Scientists here say it is guess work on 
the part of Wiggins 

OrTawa, Ont., September 20.—Professor E. Stone 
Wiggins, of the meterological bureau, says that the 
twenty-ninth instant will witoess one ofthe most 
terrific subterenean upheavals ever known on this 
rontintnt. Inasmuch as Dr. Wiggins foretold the 
Charieston carthquake, his prediclion is regarded 
as worthy of weight. Being seen by @ reporter this 
€vening, he saic 


“It is certain that an earthquake will visit the 
southern states on the twenty-ninth of this month. 
The disturbance will cross the Atlantic, end wiil, 
in all probability, affect sonthern Europe. South 


America will be exceeding liable tobe affected, 
and the upheaval will be a severeone,. There is 
no danger from earthquakes in America until the 
twenty-ninth instant, and even then the eartb- 
cuake’s force will move from eastto west,on a 
parallicla few degrees south of Charleston. If 
Charicston is visited thistime it can only be on 
that day.’’ 
A VAST HURRICANE, 

being asked as to the parallel of latitude on 
which the disturbance would take place, Dr. 
Wiggins replied that the activity would be con- 
fined io the thirtieth parallel of latitude, and 
would extend from oceanto ocean. The shocks 


would also affect San Francisco and the 
Pacific slope. North of parallel thirty the disturb- 
ance will be meterological, and will 


consist of a terrific storm—in fact a yast hurricane. 
This will be especialiy sever® in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the eastern provinces, If any small 
craft—such as fishing boats—were caught, they 
woul! bardly escape: but such a warning has 
been given that it was not probable that any would 


be oul. The storm would be preceded in Ontario, 
f(sucbec, the maritime proyinces and New Engiand, 
by strong northwest winds on the 26th and 2/th 
instant. The 28th would probably be fine—the lull 
that precedes the storm. The disturbance, though, 
will be ierrific, and cannot failto produce wide- 
spread devastation. The force woul be far greater 
than that which caused the recent disturbance so 
cisastious to Charleston city, and the country 
woulé be slike affected. The cestruction to prop- 
erty would be something terrible. Jacksonville, 
Fia.. Macon and Atidnta, Mobile, Aia., New Or- 
Jeans, and Faton Rouge, La, Houston, 5an Anto- 
nico and Galveston, Texas, would, in all probability, 
be more or less dameged. 
MACON IN THE PATH. 

He predicted that New Orleans, Macon and M->- 
bile ¥ be ruined, as these cities were right in 
the path of the subterranean an meterological 
phenomena. 

When Professor Wiggins was asked to what cause 
he attributed this terrible submarine upheaval, he 
replied that it wasproduced bya shifling of the 
earth s ccnter of gravity, and that this displace- 
ment would be brought about by acoujunctiou of 
Jupiter, -aturn, Mars, and our two satelii.4—one 
being the vi:ible and the other the invisilie moon, 
The iaiter is a discovery of Dr. Wiggins. 
He cid not agree with the opinion 
enunciaicd by Sir William Dawson at 
ihe recent mceting of the British association at 


Birmingham, that the cause was to be attributed 
to a contraction of that part of the earth’s surfa%e 
which forms the bed ofthe Atlantic. There would 
be no earthquake in Canada, but there would be 
probably a tremor in the province of Quebec. The 
disturbance would not commence anywhere until 
two o'clock in the afternoon. There might be trem- 
ors up to midnight, caused by the subsidence of the 
eaith’s crust after the great shock had taken place. 
Dr. Wiggins expressed himself as not at all sur- 
prised if on that day several new volcanoes should 
burst out in Central America and South America. 
WIGGINS INDORSED. 

Walter H. Smith, president of the astro-metero- 
logical association of Canada agrees with Wiggins 
in substance. He says the shock will be ushered 
in bya heayy storm in the west and northwest, 
and rough weather on the Atlantic coast. He 
looks to see great damage done in the district south 
of the thirtieth parallel of latitude. 


THREE MORE SHOCKS. 


and Summerville Still Oulver- 
ing. 

CHARLESTON, September 21.—There were 
three checks of earthquake in Charleston last 
yightand early this morning, the shock at 
5.20 a, m. being quite sharp and causing houses 
to rattle uncomfortably. There wasno gen- 
eral alarm, but a good many persons ran out 
of their houses into the streets, and remained 
there. 

At Summerville there were three shocks 
between 4:25 and 6:30 this morning, there be- 
ing rather a violent shock at 5:20. As here, a 
loud detonation, similar to the report ofa 
heavy gun was heard at the beginning of the 
severe shock here, and there were detonations 
or explosions with two of the shocks at Sum- 
merville. 

It is reperted that part of the wall of the 
medical college already weakened was thrown 
down by tle morning’s shock and much loose 
plattering was alsotbrown down. A colored 
zpab wes injured bya falling wall 

FEATURES OF THE PHENOMENON. 

There was no mistaking the character of 
the ‘disturbances’ that occurred at a quarter 
past five o'clock thismorning. It wasa rude 
awakening for the people of this brave old 
city, but they bore it asthey have borne all 
the other great trials through which they 
have been called upon to pass with unflinch- 
ing fortitude and courage. Most of the people 
in the city were asleep at the time, but the 
shock was sufficiently strong to awake them. 
The features of the phenomenon and of the 
atmorpberic conditions were somewhat pecul- 
iar. The weather on Monday and Monday 
night wae werm and gultry; the temperature 
was high, and there was 02 both nights an en- 
tre :bs nce of wind, After 19 
@ clock al night the wind 
secmed to have died out entirely. On Monday 

bight indications of a changein weather were 
*pperent. Despite the intensely warm weath 

<r, srequent flashes of sheet lightning were 
Bech in the north and occasional rolls of dis- 
tant thunder were beard. Inthe opinion of 
some Leople these were eeismic detonation:; 
bat there s ems to be scarcely room to doubt 
thet they were rolls of distant thunder. The 
aky over Charleston all this time was entirely 
creer, and the moon shone brightly. Shortly 
acter micnight, the wind set in rather briskly 
Tre m th © east, and clouds began to gather in 
the sky. Some Pe’S0ns state that there was a 
light shock about four o'clock, butif there was 
at was not sufficient to arouse any one who 
Was Ab eep, , 

it was fifteen minutes vast ‘clock 
when the shock arrived, This ans cheat the 
ceverest that bas Leen felt in Charleston for 
two wee's. Other vibrations that many pso- 
ple allege they bave felt were “child’s play” 
<cmpsred with the shock this morning. 
Houses were very perceptibly shaken, and ia 
meby houses plastering was thrown down.

There 
secms to be some question whether it was ac- 
companied by the usual rumbling sound. A

plastering, was all that he heard. A 
who was stationed at the intaepechion af Breed 
and Meeting streets states, on the contrary

earth, but distinctly heard the noise. Another 
man who was on the street on his way to his 
place of business states that the earth moved 
violently and that the sound was like the ex- 
plosion of a thousand pounds of dynamite 
underground,

A shock today is reported also from Sam- 
merville, Sumter, Blackville, Orangeburg, 
Newberry, Augusta and Savannah. Within 
three minutes after the shock had ; 
there were a good many peo le on the strests, 
althovgh comparatively few of them were 
women and children. 

CLEARING THE STREETS. 

For the last three or four days scavenger 
carts have been at work, and the sidewalks 
have been so cleared of debris that most pedes- 
trians had returned tothe habit of using the 
pavements. It was observed this morning, 
however, that many persons kept the middle 
of the roadways while walking through the 
streets. Beyond the natural feeling of dread 
and uncertainty created by the shock, the 
people of Charleston seemed to have taken the 
distunbance in a cool and calm way. There 
was little interruption to business and none 
v hatever in the work of repair, which is pro- 
gressing as rapidly ae can be expected under 
the circumstances. It is hoped that this is the 
last of these unwelcome visitors that we shall 
have. 

The weather today was cloudy with brisk 
easterly winds, which are to be expected at this 
time of the year. 

THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

The relief committee is making considera- 
ble headway with the arduous work before it, 
Over 3,500 forms of applications for relief, on 
account of injury to houses and other property, 
have been issued and nearly seven hundred 
applications fully filled out have been receiv- 
ed. These applications came from every class 
in the community and there is no disposition 
any where to find fault with or object tothe 
efforts of the committee to obtain such detail- 
ed information #s will prevent public gen- 
e1osity from being abused and to pufé most 
meritorious cases in a position to be attended 
to first. The committee, with the small 
amount of money at their disposal, in compar- 
iscn with the public needs, must confine its 
sphere of operations. They propose to deal 
first with cases of widows and orphans who 
bave but one house,and who are unable to 
make it inhabitable and safe without agsist- 
ance from the eommittee. When this class is 
provided for, next in order will be taken up 
aud disposed of 

THE GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS, 

The cust«m honse pediment has been shoved 
up and the postoilice made safe for occupants. 
Architect Speir, however, is satisfied of the 
hopeless condition of both the postoffice aad 
United States engineer’s building on Meeting 
street, and will recommend that the depart- 
ment ask congress,at the next session, to 
wake an appropriation for the erection of a 
publie building of sufficient size to accommo: 
date all departments of the government that 
are not properly provided for. Mr. Speir will 
recommend as the best plan that the govern: 
ment selithe postofice and club ‘house build 
ings, as well as the sites on which they 
stand and then secure anew site forthe erec- 
tion of a building that shall be used as a postof- 
fice and courthouse combined. It would be ad- 
visable to combine thesetwo departments in 
one building, as all business of the postoffice 
could best be transacted on the first floor, while 
the second story could be built to meet the 
requirement+ of the judiciary department. 
The engineers’ and lighthouse departments 
could then be removed back to their original 
quarters at the evstomhouse. Cheap excur- 
sions will be run from all points on the Atlan- 
tic coast line to Charleston on October 2 for the 
benefit of the relief fand. 


THE TREMORS AT WORK. 


Columbia Gets Another Shaking Up Yester- 
day. 

Co_umbIA, 8, C., September 21.—[Special. |— 
A few minutes after five o’clock this morning 
theinhabitants of Columbia were awakened 
by those same awful subterranean mutteriags 
which accompanied the earthquake shocks on 
the 5lst of last month, and in a fey seconds a 
jariing motion ensued. [he vibrations were 
rot so severe assome of the former shocks, 
but the movements were strong enough to 
produce slight oscillations of  build- 
ings. The noises were decidedly 
the most boisterous and nerve paralyzing of 
any yet heard, and many persons became 
dreadfully frightened. Soon, however, the 
sheck and its concomitant noises died away 
and quietude was restored, but not a few peo- 
ple were visibly agitated. Country folks from 
the sard hills represent the shock this morn- 
ing as the severest of any since the second of 
September. They declare that the noise was 
terrible. There has been a peculiar change in 
the weather. Yesterday it was as hot and 
sultry as midsummer, but today it is cool and 
cloudy. There seems to be acommon fear 
that we will have shocks tonight. 


FELT IN GBORGIA. 


The Tremors of the Earth Create «a Sensa- 
tion. 

AvuctstTa, Ga., September 21.—[Special.]—- 
A distinct shock of earthquake woke all A1- 
gusta this morning, and in a few instances 
people rushed from their homes into the 
streets. The only damage done was a revival), 
to a disturbing extent, of the colored relig- 
ionists, and again giving fuel to tho alarmists, 
who are doing more to frighten the timid than 
would a dozen such shaker, unattended by 
the earthquake prophets’ predictions and ex- 
planations. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 21.—[Special.]— 
A few minutes before 5 o'clock this morning 
Savannah was startled by a severe shock, last- 
ing teveral seconds. and pronounced by many 
to be as-severe as that of the memorable third 
of September , after the big shake the Tues: 
day previous. People poured out of their 
houses in every direction, and the market, 
which was rap'dly filliog up with venders and 
early purchasing, for a few minutes presented 
a lively scene. Many residents in the ex- 
treme eouthern portion of the city who were 
asleep at the time fortunately were not dis- 
tured No damage was done. 

DARIEN, Ga., September 21.—[Special ]—A 
shock of earthquake, very distinc: and of long 
duration, was experienced here at 4.20, stan: 
dard time, this morning. 

Macon, Ga, September °1.—[Special,|— 
This morning about two o'clock there were 
th) ee or fonr distinct earthqnake shocks. Outite 
a wumber of people were awakened by the 
tre mors, and the stationhouse keeper says he 
felt three or four distinct sbocks, and many 
others noticed the jar. It was followed im- 
mediately by a marked change in the atmos. 
phere. Previously the night was very clos 
ard sultry, but immediately afterwards a chill 
wind sprang up.

THE KNIGHTS-TEMPLAR: 


HEAVY RAINS PREVENT THE PAR- 
ADE IN ST. LOUIS. 


The City Decorated With Flags end Bunting-—The 
Strects in too Bad a Condition for the Parade 
-Everybedy Disappointed— Assembling 
of the Conclave—The Address. 


St. Lovurs, September 21.—St. Louis is io 
holiday attire today, this being the first day 
of the twenty-third triennial conclave of the 
Knights Templar of America. The city, its 
business men and private citizens, have vied 
with each other in decorating their buildings 
and residences, and the result is most pleasing. 

Along the line of march which the parade 
would have taken, the fronts of business and 
municipal buildings are hidden with their 
decorations of flags, bearing appropriate in- 
scriptions, emblems and mottoes and various 
colored bunting draped in a graceful manner. 
The most showy decorations are those about 
and upon the courthouse. 

When the Knights Templar awoke this 
morning, the clear sky of last evening 
had become overcast with dark clouds, 
and adamp northeast wind was blowing. At 
S o’clock a cold, steady rain set in, and the 

arade would bave been a march through mud 
bad not the ‘streets along which the parade 
passed been thoroughly swept and cleaned 
early this morning, As early as 5:30 a, m. 
equads, companiesand commanderies, many of 
them accompanied by bands of music, could 
bave been seen. hurriedly marching to their 
rendezvous. Those who started thither early 
in the morning were more fortunate than their 
tardy brethren, who at 8:30 were proceeding 
to their appointed places with drooping plumes 
and diipping uniforms. The early mornin 
trains were all on time and deposit 
many commanderies who have come 
to the conclave from points 
near St. Louis,and they proceeded immedi: 
ately to their positions. 

At half past eight the first gun directing 
the commanderies to form was fired, and the 
streets leading inte the main thoroughfare 
were alive with knights who were to partici- 
pate in the parade, hurrying to their positions, 
aud soon afterwards were all ready to join 
their divisions, As the time passed on the 
rain fell heavier and heavier, until the streets 
became sopping wet. 

At 9 o’clock the prospects for clearing up 
were not at all bright, and a few minutes la- 
ter J.R. Parson, commander-in-chief of the 
ccmmanéderies, issued an order abandoning the 
parade. The disappointment was immeasura- 
ble in every quarter. A mere postponement 
would not suffice, as the rules of the order 
pei mit 4 parade only as an 
eecort to the grand encampment 
and asthat body must meetat the appointed 
time, the rain absolutely prevents the parade 
at this conclave. 

Said Commander-in-Chief Parsons: 

“The disappointment is greater than I can 
express. The arraygements were perfect to 
the minutest details. We had impressed into 
our services for the occasion the very best 
military talent inthis section and were assur: 
ed of something over 20,000 men in line at the 
strike of the appointed hour, and had the state 
cf Weather permitted, the parade would have 
been the finest ever known. As it is, howev- 
er, nothing was left but to abandon it and thus 
cut out one of the most prominent public fea- 
tures of the conclave.” 

To the tens of thousands of spectators who 
bad begun to crowd the streets along the pre- 
posed rontefoi procession, the disappuviatment 
vac almost as great as to the knighrs. 

The grand encampment began its session at 
12:30 o'clock, being presided over by Sir 
Kuight Charles KRoome, of New York city, in 
the absence of Sir Knight Robert Enoch 


Withers, who was ill, In the open- 
ing and public meeting, Mayor 
David R, Francis delivered an address of 


welcome on bebait of the city, which was re- 
sponded to by Deputy Grand Master Roome. 
On behalf of the Missouri grand commandery, 
an address of welcome was presented by Sir 
Knight Joseph S. Brown, grand commander, 
and also briefly responded to by Deputy Grand 
Master Roome. 

At the conclusion of these preliminaries, at 
one o'clock; the encampment went into secret 
sefsion to listen to addresses and reports of 
officers. 

This afternoon it was determined to give a 


- grand parade Thursday morning, starting at 


11 o’clock and following the general order pre- 
ceribed for the parade today. 

Committees of the grand encampment are 
holding meetings tonight, but none of the 
proceedings have so far been given out, To- 
morrow will be an interesting day of thecon- 
clave. The programme calls fora grand dis- 
play drill at the fair grounds by visiting 
commanderies and a concert by visiting bands 
under the direction of P. J. Gilmore. It is 
expected that 2,000 instruments will be massed 
in concert and played as one band. 

The proceeds of day will be used forthe 
benefit of the building of the proposed Masonie 
widows’ and orphans’ home andan immense 
number of tickete have been sold. Seven 
commanéderies will participate in the drill, 
The entire day will be put in at the fair- 
grounds and evening will be given up to illu- 
winations of the streets and to receptions at 
the different headquarters. 

In executive session, the first business was 
the reading ofthe report of Grand Master 
Withers. The country is congratulated on the 
completion of the Washington monument, 
while the fact is deplored that so few contri- 
butions have been received for the monument 
to General Garfield. The report closes with a 
general felicitation on the progress of the or- 
der. 

General Reome, of New York, deputy and 
acting grand master, eubmitted a report of his 
stewardship extending from May 12, 1559, to 
the present time. General Roome n ted the 
death of twenty-four members of the grand 
encampment since their last meeting, and the 
erection of eleven new commanderies. 

The report of the grand recorder, which is 
very voluminous, was also presented. : 

Grand Treasurer John Simmons, of New 
York, submitted a report for the years 15 to 
L=86, in connection with the grand recorder’s 
report. Receipts were $20,561; disbursements 
$9 557. The revenuesof the grand encamp- 
ment have been steadily increasing. It was 
decided after today to hold two sessions daily. 

Committees were appointed on unfivished 
business, on the doings of grand officers, on 
credentials, on trees and appeals, - 
Templar jurisprudence and on the location 0 
the next conclave.

Eight thousand people gathered in the grove 
and filled all the seats, and stood farther out 
then the speaker’s voice could reach. 

Bob Taylor opened amid cheers, He made 
asirong speech. The record of the republican 
party in the state was scathingly reviewed and 
state issues briefiy discussed. He closed with 
a grand appeal to every democrat to do 
his duty, and forever silence the cry that 
Tennessee was a doubtful state by an over- 
whelming majority in November. 

Alf Taylor was then introduced and pre- 
sented the republican doctrine ina strong 
manner. He denied that the democratic party 
bad any principles. The record of that party 
was but a desolate graveyard of dead issues 
and buried bigotry and error, in the midst of 
which stood the great monument of demo- 
cratic folly.

Against the Imprisoned 


‘‘Ranker.”’ 


New YorK, September 21.—Charles Roane 
Parmele, secretary of California Vintage com- 
pany, called at police headquarters today and 
added his testimony to the mats already in 
possession of the detectives to convict C. W. 
Foster, the imprisoned “banker,” of 42 Broad- 
way, who is charged with swindling to an un- 
precedented extent. How many accomplices 
Foster has is not known. Two were arrested 
recently and bailed, Foster testifying to their 
respectability and good business standing.

eelf up and struck at his master, who jumped 
outof the way. This ungrateful action on 
the part of the rattler had one good effect. It 
caused the spectators to move further back, 
leaving more room for the battle of the 
snakes.

The cotton men said it was nota fair fight. 
but the stakeholders gave up the money ¢t: 
the victors, and the yell of the Virginiaus was 
so loud and long that the echo, coming back 
from tke towering North mountain, fright- 
ened their champion more than his enemy had, 
and he crawled quickly down the banks of 
the creck and was never thereafter seen again.

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Our Inland Cities of the Future. 

The great coast and river cities of the 
world achieved the greater partof their 
growth before railways become a transporta- 
tion factor. 

With cheap and convenient railway trans- 
portation, it is now apparent that the grext 
cities of the future will be inland. They 
will be built up in the grain, cotton and 
cecal and iron fields. This is bound to come 
about, because the interior trade ofa coun- 
tiy is always a bigger thing than its foreign 
trade. 

Even under the old conditions the great 
cities of Europe, Asia and Africa were built 
farinland. Paris ison a mere thread of a 
river, and so is Berlin, In this country 
some of our interior cities are rapidly grow- 
ing, but it takes mills and factories to bring 
themout. Here in the south we may expect 
to see manufacturing towns grow into large 
cities, but in no instance can we hope for 
such progress without manufacturing as a 
basis. 

Atlanta is destined to outstrip many a 
coast city that enjoys good harbor facilities. 
She will do this because her situation com- 
mands a large home or inland trade, and she 
is near enough to the cotton, iron and timber 
regions to make manufacturing in all three 
lines profitable. Atlanta could not seriously 
retaid her growthif she would. She began 
with a rush and she will corftinue to rash.

State and National Banks. 


ALBEMARLE HOTEL, N, Y., Jaly 13, 1886.— 
Editors Constitution: Dear Sirs~—Your editorials 
on the subject of state and national banks have 
forsome time attra®fied my attention, and your 
views so fully accord with those I have long enter- 
tained on the subject that I desire to present a few 
suggestions on the subject. 

ational banks ave totally unsuited to an agri- 
cultural people, whore only capitalis land. As I 
understand the law, no loan can be made by one 
of these banks on real estate, except where a debt 
bas been previously made, and is only permitted 
then with the idea of preventing a loss.. The law, 
in effect,eays to all men who own their own homes 
and farms, however beautiful the home, however 
fertile the farm,the United States government 
does notregard them as worth anything. It, in 
¢ffect, says buy bondsand stocks. anything you 
can put in your pocket, but buy and improve laid 
your own peril, for if adversit 
the edictis thatno national bank shall 
one dollar on such __ property. 
The national bank currency is not elastic and does 
not accommodate its volume to suit the wants of 
the people asa good circulating medium should. 
It accumulates in the great money centers and re- 
mains there to be used in speculation so long as it 
will command two per cent per aanum on Call, 
while thousands of merchants all over the 
country need it, and enterprises of value to the 
country languish and die for the want of it. In 
the cotton belt once a year our cotton must be 
moved; in order to move it currency is requisite— 
nothing but currency will do it. Vanderbilt’s 
fifty million dollars of bonds would not 
move a bale of cotton. From the day 
coiton commences to come in there is 
trouble—no currency to be had—country mer- 
chants are without any, they telegraph to thecity; 
the city merchant calls on the banks; their tills 
are empty, and telegrams pour into New York, 
and thousands of dollars haveto be sent by ex- 
press at heavy cost. When the crop ceases to move 
#2]]1 this currency must be sent back to New York. 
Here are two transportationson currency costing 
up intothe millions to be paid for by the farmer, 
for the producer pays the entire expense. 

It is no uncommon thing in the interior towns 
of Georgia and Alabama to see them almost bare 
of currency, and it is of daily occurrence that 
change cannot be had to make settlements. 

In tact, this dearth of proper currency and 
change occurs in Atlanta during the cotton season, 
and any manufacturer can tell you that it is oiten 
very troublesome to get small money to make 
char ge for weekly payments to labor. 

This dearth of currency enables a fewstrong 
men to practicallycontrol the banks and in a large 
measure regulate the price of cotton. It makes 
the rich few dictators and the national banks sim- 
ply their ae. Interest marches on by nigat, 
aod with silent tread and stealthy hand robs the 
poor worker of the fruits of all his toil. : 

For toil as they may with patience, sow with in- 
telligerce, cultivate with industry and with good 
cheer reap, they will find that the reward of their 
labor has gone to the money lender, the agent of 
national banks. The function of money is to serve 
asaconvenient medium by which an interchange 
of commoditiescan take place. The national 
bank bill does not fulfill this plain want because 
it peveris atthe right place at the right time. 
Money that circuiates!all over so large a coun- 
try as the United States is ceitain 
to sooner or later seek the commercial Center ot 
the country,and it will remain there until the nec 
essitiesof the balance of the country force taem to 
pay to get it away. 

A common errorin the minds of the people is 
that we want a circulating medium that will pass 
anywhere. Thetruth is that the best currency is 
that which circulates in a very limited area. A 
bank billisonly a promissory note, and should be 
held for use or collection near the place where it 
was drawn. 

‘ gain it issaid that only a national currency is 
gale 
orstable. It is true that under the national bank 
law the notebolders are protected, but it is an in- 
d sputable fact that the national banks that have 
failed (and there have been many ol them) have 
paid little or nothing to depositors and creditors. 

STATE BANKS. 

There hes been much of errorinthe minds of 
many as tothe practical working of local or state 
banks. Wild cat banks they are frequently called. 
Where proper restrictions are made by the legisl\a- 
ture ip granting charters, state banks can be made 
as stable, aye, far more sothan any national bank. 

At the elose of the late war very few of our state 
banks owed any money. 

Some of them had bank bills out,and where 
they were bought up and suits brought, the money 
was one gtr | made—in fact, despite the impoy- 
erished condition of the country, wheie the indi- 
vidual liability Clause was in the chapter, in near- 
ly every case, the note could have been collected 
doller for dollar. Let cepngress take offthe ten 
per centtex on currency and the national bank 
will rapidly disappear from existence, Let us put 
the matter practically. 

Suppose a bank was organized in Atlanta with 
$500,000 capital and allowed toissue $1,500,000 of 
bank bilts, what an impetus it would give business 
in this community. Here we are met with the 
usual cry of the uncertainty of this currency. Let 
us suppote that this bank of Atlanta had the tol- 
lowing men as stockholders to the extent of $50,- 
000 each: E W. Marsh, Sr., M.C. Kiser, 8. M, In- 
man, John Keely, Henry Porter, W. D. Grant. 
John T. Grant, L. P. Grant, Walker Inman, Rich- 
ard Peters, or of a smaller amounut—say $10,000 
each—with a score of such names to make up the 
#500,000 capital, and that the charter made each 
individual stockholder liable for every dollar of 
the bank’s indebtedness, would any sane man re- 
fuse to take the bills of such a bank? There 
would be a rush to change deposits from 
every bank in Atlanta, and in two 
years this bank of Atlanta would have 
practically all the business. Its notes would cir- 
culate when needed, and back to its vaults 
when not wanted.

asked several in achorus. “He tol’ me so hisse’f. 
He ’lowed he owned two thousand acreso’ lan’ 
thar, an’ he was gwine ter take his fam'ly thar an’ 
go inter the tu’pentine bus’ness.’’ Tom’s hearers 
still doubting, he became offended and went away 
in search of others less incredulous. 


The verification of Tom’s news was not long de- 
layed; for before the month ended Dave Williams 
and his family moved into the wilderness. 


There is but one thing that makes men of the 
same race stand apart from each other. Of course, 
men differ in pbysical characteristics, mental 
traits and moral phases; but this does not destroy 
homogeneity. Religion—that is. religious beliefs— 
is the only thing that causes men to be totally un- 
like—the only thing that separates them and in- 
delibly stamps them as “‘peculiar.’”’ Evangelical 
prophets, just now, are foretelling the approach of 
the period when there will be “One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism.’’ There may, perhaps, be one 
Lord; but, as long as time continues separated from 
eternity, men will never unite upon one faith and 
one beptism. Oi] and water will not mix. The 
Mohammedan and the Christian will never be one» 
The differences of sects will never be adjusted. 


In all the county, there was no man more high- 
ly esteemed for his probity than Dave Williams, 
In his temporal dealings, he was above reproach. 
In such dealings, he gave to all men what he ex. 
acted of tbhem—justice. Bat Dave Wil- 
liams, both by education and inclination, 
belonged to a “peculiar people.’’ He was a mem- 
ber of that religious sect which has reached the 
Jast analysis of conservatism. His neighbors said 
of him that he believed ‘‘Whatever is to ve will be, 
whether it do or not.”’ He believedin the election 
of a few and the damnation of many. He bitterly 
opposed sending missionarics tothe heathen, be- 
lieving it wrong to interfere with God’s foreordain- 
ed plans forthe salvation of men. He had no 
sympathy with emotional religion. To him a 
shouting Methodiss was a lunatic of the most vio- 
lent j|type—one that deserved incarceration in 
an asylum. There were times when he felt 
that he would rather follow his children to their 
graves than see them forsake the religion of their 
father. While he did not admit it, he left the fer 
tile landsof the county and moved into the wil- 
derness because ea series of revival meetings had 
multiplied the Methodists around him. He was 
afraid of their influence upon his children. 


Dave Williams’s daughters—there were two— 
were little more than nonentities. Sarah the older, 
the number of whose years jwas eighteen, was a 
tall, slender girl, with a sallow face, devoid of ex- 
pression. Susan, the younger, was like her sister 
ineverything except her age. She was but fif- 
teen. They could read and write, but that wasthe 
beginning and the end of their education. If they 
ever had aspirations beyond the monotonous life 
merked out for them by their father, they gave 
tuch aspirations no expression. 


Dave Williams's wife lived again in herdaughters 
What they knew, she knew; what were their pleas- 
ures were hers. The religious faith they pro 
fessed permitted no deviation from its traditions.- 
It created for them a caste as binding as any that 
holds the Egyptian in bondage, and sbsolutely 
prevented all development. 

There wasason. By one of those strange con- 
tradictions sometimes observed in human nature, 
he was uplike the other members of his family. 
John Williams, at the age of twenty, had few at- 
tractions of person, but he was mentally many 
leagues in advance of his parents and his sisters. 
He was somewhat of a student—doubtiess he 
would have been more of a student had he had 
free access to books.

He fretted under the repressed conditions of his 
life. Deeply religious, his father’s faith failed to 
satisfy him.

Gleanings From Old Bay State Papers Ar- 
ranged by Henry M. Brooks. 


A Boston paper of 1819 describes the execu~ 
tion of sentence pronounced by the Russian courts 
against an author who had published some book 
on the liberties of the people. A scaffold waserect- 
ed ip the public square; the czar and great magis- 
tratesattended. The leaves of the condemned 
book were then rolled up im separate pieces and 
the prisoner forced to swallow them, or literally to 
eat his own words.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


The Latest About the New York Line of this 
;, Compapy. 

A epcecial to the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette, from Washington City, says: 

The Baitimore and Ohio railroad company will 
tomorrow commence the running of regular trains 
between Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

This wiil be in practical effect the extension of 
the run ofthe through western trains, making 
Philadelphia instead of Baltimore their starting 
and stopping point, Limited express trains from 
Chicago, &t. Louis and Cincinnati will be contin: 
ued on to Philadelphia. Limited expresses for the 
west will leave Philadelphia. 

The company will sell tickets as far as Philadel- 
phia, but not to New York until the junction is 
made with the Keading tracks and the omnibus 
transfer is po longer used. Tickets could be sold 
between Washington, Baltimore and New York, 
but the transfer in Philadelphia would be a bar to 
securing that sort of business. Therefore, the New 
York traffic wil), for the present, be through west- 
ern business only, and at the non-pool rates of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 

The fact thatthe Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
hes pushed its way into New York is having a 
merked effect in railroad circles, and each move- 
mentofthe company tow attracts attention. In 
the sharp rivalry that has been occasioned by this 
extension of the Baltimore and Obioit is perhaps 
pot a matter for wonder that reports concerning 
the financia) standing of the company'should have 
been started in Philadelphia or New York. 

The Philedelphia Ledger must have had these 
reports in mind when it gave as the rumors of the 
street that President Robert Garrett was said by 
one side to have secured the money abroad with 
which to straighten out the affairs of the Reading, 
while on the other side it was said he not only did 
pot secure aid for the Reading, but could not get 
the money to build the elevated road for his own 
line through Baltimore. 

A leading Baltimore financier, who knows some- 
thing of the affairs of the Baltimore and Ohio, said 
yesterday: 

‘Mr. Garrett starts for home on Saturday from 
his summer trip to Europe for rest and recreation. 
It isimprobabie thathe has sought financial aid 
for the Reading, and it is pretty certain that he did 
not go after he)p forthe Baltimoreand Ohio His 
company bas recently negotiated a loan of $2,500),- 
000 tor the Staten Island improvement, and this is 
only being sold as the money is wanted, andat this 
time $200,;:00 a month is being marketed. This 
would not indicate a very urgent need of means. 

‘ The entrance of the Baltimore and Ohiointo New 
York has made the other 1ailroad companies nery- 
ousand uneasy. Itisnow realized thatthe Baltimore 
and Obio has become a factorin the railroad cal- 
culations for New York business. All the roads 
are Goivg a large business, and the volume is lim 
ited to the number of cars they can furnish. 

“The Baltimore and Ohio is having more freight 
business in Philadelphia than it can handle, and 
is driving ahead to secure farther facilities there. 
Its Spey oe returns for July and August were 
much the largest of any two months in tne history 
of the company, andit is havinga full share of 
the raijroad boom. Railroads have great earning 
capacity when the businessisto be had. The an- 
nual report of the company will probably be a suc- 
prise to railroad competitors who underestimate 
the strength of the Baltimore company and Class it 
among the ‘weak lines,’ ”’

Cruger, at present comptroller; Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, William W. Astor, Lavi P. Morton, 
banker; Johr H. Watson, president of the 
Columbia bank; Chauncey M. Depew, presi- 
dent of the New York Central and Hudson 
river railroad; General Anson G. McCook, 
Levi M. Bates, merchant; ex-Senator Freder- 
erick 8S. Gibbs, John W. Jacobus, John Mc- 
Clave and ‘Theodore Roosevelt, author, ranch- 
man and statesman. 

Over all, like the shadow of fate,is the 
hazy figure of Mr. Henry George. Mr. George 
is certainly in the fight now. His recent con- 
versations shows that he means to go ahead. 
If be can capture the indorsement of either 
faction of the democracy he’ll probably be the 
next mayor. If he cannot, but is still able to 
rally the twenty odd thousand strictly labor 
voters, he will probably be the instrumentality 
relied upon to make a republican mayor. 

“The acy pe are,” said Mr, George, 
“that I shall be nominated by the convention 
of trade and labor associations which meets at 
Clarendon hall on Thursday night, and I will 
accept as soon as the 30,000 signatures which I 
have aeked for are presented to me.” 

‘But it is said by some that workingmen 
will not stand to their pledges, and that even 
if you got thirty thousand signatures you 
will not get that many votes.” 

“Tam not afraid of workingmen not stand- 
ing to their pledges; I putas much faith in the 
promises of thirty thousand workingmen as I 
would in those of thirty thousand bankers. 
Thirty thousand signatures will mean a great 
many more than thirty thousand votes, for, 
while those who sign wiil at best be only a 
fraction of those who would sign had they 
opportunity, the movement must necessarily 
be a progressive one, gathering impetus as it 
goes on.” 

“What elements do you expect to rally to 
your suppoxt?” 

“The workingmen of New York are of 
themeelves sufficient to elect me, and outside 
of them are large numbers of men whose inter- 
ests and sympathies are entirely with the 
workingmen, but who are not enrolled in any 
labor associations.” 

“You have been a democrat, have you not? 
Can you expect any republican support?” 

“I do not see in my having beea a democrat 
any reason for my not having the support of 
republican voters, Party names have now 
ceased to mean anything, and the issues in the 
coming election will be entirely different from 
those for which they have supporied men in 
the past. Asa matter of fact, 1 have received 
assurances of support from many men who 
have heretofore always voted the republican 
ticket.” 

In a talk on the subject, Mr. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt said: 

“The people now demand a non political 
mayor. I don’t care what party presents him, 
or whose cause he champions, the candidate 
who has the brand of any faction or clique 
upon him must go by the board this time. 
‘No deals; no steals!’ That’s the rallying cry 
I want to hear.” 

“How about accepting the nomination your- 
self, if it were tendered you?” 

With a shake of the bead, Mr. Vanderbilt 
intimated that to his mind nothing could be 
more unlikely. His coadjutor, Mr. Rossiter, 
explains how it would be impossible for Mr. 
Vanderbilt to neglect his private business. 

But as to his candidacy, his friends are not 
so diplomatic, They talk right out, strong. 
One thing may be settled, namely: Cornelius 
Vanderbilt will accept a popular nomination 
for mayor of New York.

WHAT IS GOING ON AT FULTON 
COUNTY JAIL. 


David Holder, the Moonshiner, Getting Retter—No 
Fear of a Spread of the Meningitis— Talks 
With fa Moonshiner and Jailer Poole— 

A Badly Mixed Crowd, Bte., Bte. 


David Holder, the federal prisoner in Fal. 
ton county jail, who has meningitis, was con- 
sidered some better at a late hour last night. 

Yesterday he was transferred from the jail 
to the yard hespita), where he is receiving 
every attention possible from Jailers Poole and 
Osborne. Holder is paralyzed from the centre 
of his stomach down, and is unable to move a 
limb. He appears very much depressed and 
says he knows he is going to die, and all the 
encouragement of those who attend him can- 
net convince him otherwise. The 
unfortunate man was brought to Atlanta sey- 
eral weeks ago from Murray county, charged 
with violating the internal revenue laws, and 
upon being carried before the commissioner 
was sent to jail to await trial in the district 
court, 

NO FEAR OF AN EPIDEMIC. 

Those in charge at the jaildo not fear an 
outbreak of meningitis. 

Dr. Stiles, United States surgeon in charge, 
says the Gisease is not contagious and that 
with good treatment Holder will soon be him- 
self egain. The diseaseis notina very vio- 
lent form. The doctor visits the patient sev. 
eral times Caily, and is carefully guarding the 
other prisoners who are complaining of slight 
sickness, 

Jailer Poole ssys there is no getting around 
the fact that men raised in the mountains 
can’t stand close confinement, and that they 
are ‘iable to contract most any kind of dis- 
eaSe, BO matter how much precaution is taken. 
He says the jhil is kept as clean as it possibly 
can be, and the bedding is sunned regularly. A 
lock through the celis convinced the reporter 
that Mr. Poole spoke correctly.

“It is mighty tough,” said a sad eyed moon- 
shiner, a trusty, who sat in the office smoking 
his pipe and listening to Jailer Poole and the 
reporter.

I don’t know the law, but I know that the 
prisoners are kept here one month to pay cost 
in their cases.”

ABOUT THE OTHER PRISONERS, 

Switching off a little, Mr. Poole said: 

“I wish you would say that the negro, Asa 
Whittaker, who is now on trial in the superior 
conrt for murder, is the best negro who ever 
entered this jail. I have never heard him 
swear an oath, use an obscene word or ask tor 
a drink of whisky.” 

“Very well, how is Marshal Jones?” 

“Doing nicely. He thinks he will come out 
all iight. He has been no trouble whatever to 
us. Never was a prisoner in jail who behaved 
nicer, Well, Weeks, who killed Nash, has 
given us no trouble either, but let me tell you 
we have some powerful hard cases in here and 
I don’t care how soon some of them get outs.”
